Cambodians 
Try to Halt

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Thousands of Cambo- 
dian troops fanned out to the 
west and northwest of Phnom 
Penh today in a drive to break 
up North Vietnamese and Viet

than 20 battalions" were partici- 
pating, but there was no report 
on their progress.

The spokesman said Cambo- 


dian troops held off the Commir- 
nist forces at Bat Doeung all 
night but fighting was contin- 
uing at dawn. He said planes 
called in against the attackers 
at Saang sank a large number 
of sampans which had been 
used to transport the North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet Cong 


troops on the Bassac River. 


Cambodian units launched a 


counterattack today and were 
battling several hundred enemy 
troops about a mile north of 
Saang, the Cambodian 
high 


command reported. 


The spokesman claimed that 


the military situation around 
Phnom Penh had "cle,arly im- 
proved," and tension appeared 
to be easing as thf city's 
Chinese and Vietnamese resi- 
dents celebrated Tet, the festi- 
val of the lunar new year. But 
in-contrast to the usual noisy 
firecrackers, they were cele- 
brating quietly at home. 


The military spokesman said 


that despite the improvement in 
the local situation, there are no 
plans to relax the nightly cur- 
few. "We'll see about the cur- 
few after Tet," he said.

Constitutional 
Amendments 
Are 
Offered 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—A spe- 


cial committee appointed by 
Gov. Dale Bumpers submitted 
five constitutional amendments 
to the governor Tuesday, includ- 
ing four that make comprehen- 
sive changes in the present Con- 
stitution. 


Bumpers apparently will rec- 


ommend three of the amend- 
ments to the legislature which 
is permitted to refer three con- 
stitutional amendments to the 
voters in the 1972 general elec- 
tion. 


Here are the committee's pro- 


posals, ranked by priority: 


—Authority for the General 


Assembly to refer up to eight 
constitutional amendments ev- 
ery two years instead of the 
current three. 


—Extension of voting rights 


to 18 year olds in state and loc- 
al elections and several minor 
revisions of voting provisions. 


—Reforms in county govern- 


ment, including four-year terms 
for elected officials, removal of 
the salary limits, a reduction in 
the size of quorum courts and 
stronger legislative powers for 
quorum courts. 


—Revisions in the legislative 


article of the Constitution, in- 
cluding giving the General As- 
sembly the power — subject to 
certain restrictions—to set the 
salaries of elected state offi- 
cials and legislators, requiring 
a three-fifths vote to pass all 
tax bills, requiring a three- 
fifths vote to override a gover- 
nor's veto, permitting annual 
regular sessions of the General 
Assembly and requiring the leg- 
islature to be apportioned into 
single-member districts. 


—Revisions in the executive 


branch article of the Constitu- 
tion giving elected state offi- 
cials four-year terms, limiting 
governors to two terms in suc- 
cession, removing the salary 
limitations and making other 
changes affecting the order of 
succession,

removal of 


board and commission mem- 
bers and the legal disability of 
the governor. 
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Winter Storm 
Leaves Trail

emergencies. 


The New York State Thruway 


was closed from just west of 
Rochester to the Pennsylvania 
line, 125 miles. 


Wind gusts of 60 miles an hour 


frustrated snow-removal efforts. 
Gusts up to 80 miles an hour 
battered the Buffalo suburb of 
North Tonawanda.

The storm pulled an intense 


wave of arctic cold deep into the 
Plains and Midwest and brought 
freezing temperatures to the 
Deep South, hit only a week ago 
by a record January chill. 


Temperatures fell near zero 


or below from the Dakotas to 
Upper Michigan and south al- 
most to the Ohio Valley. 


Winds of 20 miles an hour ac- 


companying the zero cold at 
Chicago produced a tempera- 
ture equivalent of 55 below zero. 


Cold-wave warnings were out 


from Alabama and Arkansas to 
New York and Connecticut. 


In the Far West, the melting 


of heavy snows sent rivers out 
of their banks in western Wash- 
ington and threatened to pro- 
duce some of the worst flooding 
in more than 30 yeers in that 
area. 


The entire area west of the 


Cascade Range was declared a 
"flood fight" district by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, ena- 
bling tfie corps to assist local" 
people.

Coufify forms 
Using More 
Fertilizer 


Hempstead County farmers 


used a total of 4,240 tons of 
commercial fertilizer from July 
1, 1969, through June 30, 1970. 
This is quite a large tonnage and 
is a one-third increase over the 
previous year, but does not 
reflect the overall picture on 
fertilizer use for the county, says 
W. R. Vandivere, associate 
county Extension agent. 


The difference, he said, is the 


use of a tremendous amount of 
chicken litter on farms in the 
county. Most of this, of course, is 
applied to pastures. 


Hempstead County is listed as 


one of the major poultry 
producing counties in Southwest 
Arkansas. According to the 
Arkansas 
County 
Agents 
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Poultry Survey, there were 
14,331,000 broilers produced in 
Hempstead County in 1969. 
Figuring the tonnage of litter per 
1,000 broilers as 2.64 tons, this 
gives a total of 37,833 tons for the 
county. 


Assuming that an average of 3 


tons per acre is applied each 
year, this makes a total of 12,611 
acres fertilized each year with 
litter. Considerable litter is also 
supplied by the laying industry.

Thinks Crew 
Is Greatest

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Stuart A. Roosa is the 
folksy, "gee whiz" kid of the 
Apollo 14 crew, but his freckle- 
faced candor hides a steel core 
and an awesome temper. 


"We're the greatest crew ever 


put together for a space flight," 
says the 37-year-old Air Force 
major. 


Even though he won't land 


there, flying to the moon "is the 
greatest thing that has ever 
happened to me," he adds. 


Roosa's radiating enthusiasm 


is in sharp contrast to the calm- 
ly deliberate approach of his 
crewmates, Apollo 14 command- 
er Alan B. Shepard Jr. and lu- 
nar module pilot Edgar D.

moon in the command module. 
For 45 minutes out of every two 
hours for a day and a half, Roo- 
sa will pass over the back side 
of the moon, out of touch with 
earth and completely alone. 


And as part of some photo- 


graphic experiments he will 
conduct, Roosa must turn off 
the cabin lights and submerge 
himself and the spacecraft in 
that "pure blackness" a quar- 
ter-million miles from earth. 


Roosa doesn't flinch at the 


idea. 


"I'm gonna take time to look 


at the scene and probably ap- 
preciate it. It'll probably be a 
good feeling," he says. "I've al- 
ways preferred flying by my- 
self." 


What will he do, he was asked 


once, if Shepard and Mitchell 
become stranded on the moon's 
surface? 


"I'd come home alone," he 


said without hesitation, "After I 
was sure there was nothing I 
could do to help them." 


The red-haired Roosa has ex- 


hibited a fearsome temper in 
the past, but the spaceman has 
learned to hold it in. He gives a 
reporter at least partial credit 
for that. 


The newsman once mentioned 


his temper in a story and the as- 
tronaut later told the reporter, 
"I'm glad you did that. It 
helped me a lot."

Scientists spurred by an Old 
Testament story will use elec- 
tronic devices to probe the silt 
beneath the Gulf of Aqaba for 
the ships of King Solomon, who 
ruled Israel a thousand years 
before Christ. 
" "file-Book"-of Kings tells'over 
and over again of a fabulous 
trading center called Ezion Ge- 
ber. No one knows where it was 
exactly, but the Bible tells of a 
fleet of ships going down there 
in a great storm," says Robert 
Rines, one of the men making 
the expedition. 


Rines, president of the Ameri- 


can Academy of Applied Sci- 
ence, and scientists from Brit- 
ain, the United States and Israel 
will explore an area in the gulf 
off Israel. 


They will use mud-penetrating 


sonar devices and metal detect- 
ing gear to try to locate the re- 
mains of ships which once 
brought Solomon the profits and 
luxuries of commerce from In- 
dia, southern Arabia and Ethio- 
pia. 


"If the fleet was covered 


quickly by silt, then we hope it 
should be pretty well pre- 
served," Rines said. "If we find 
evidence of anything, then div- 
ers will go down. 


"History shows the area also 


was used by the Crusaders, so 
even if we don't go as far back 
as Solomon we are hopeful of 
finding something," he said.

Manson May 
Testify in

52-year-old nun named as a co- 
conspirator in an alleged bomb- 
kidnap plot spent the night in 
jail for refusing to testify before 
a federal grand jury even 
though granted immunity.

Jogues Egan was judged in con- 
tempt Tuesday when she de- 
clined to answer most of about 
60 questions put to her by the

jury. 


"I have a duty to obey my 


conscience and my principles," 
Sister Jogues said after Judge 
R. Dixon Herman of U.S. Dis- 
trict Court ordered her placed 
in the custody of a U.S. mar- 
shal. She was held overnight in 
the York County Prison. 


The nun's attorney, Jack Ir- 


vine, said he would appeal Her- 
man's ruling to the 3rd Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Philadelphia 
as soon as possible, "perhaps 
today." 


Judge Herman told 
Sister 


Jogues she could get out of jail 
as soon as she agreed to testify 
"within the life of the grand 
jury." The jury could sit up to 
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18 months. 


The New York nun told the 


court: 


"I have no desire to stand in 


contempt of this court, but. I 
must obey my conscience and I 
have no desire to stand in con- 
tempt of a court which I believe 
is higher than any court of the 
United States." 


She had asserted earlier, first 


in a statement to newsmen, then 
repeatedly before the grand 
jury, that her appearance was 
prompted by illegal wiretapping 
evidence and that the govern- 
ment had bugged the telephone 
calls of the Roman Catholic 
Church in both this country and 
Rome.

Q. My neighbor is receiving, 


disability benefits due to loss of 
one of his legs. He is unable to 
wear an artificial leg, so any 
work he does must be done in a 
seated position. He would like to 
learn a trade where he could 
work sitting down, but friends 
tell him he will lose his social 
security benefits if he does. Is 
this correct? 


A.' The social security law 


provides a trial work period 
without loss of benefits for 
persons like your neighbor. This 
is an incentive to help disabled 
people to try to return to work. If 
your neighbor does start to work 
and continues to work, his and 
his family's benefits may be 
continued for up to one year after 
he starts back to work. The State 
Vocational Rehabilitation office 
will help your neighbor to learn a 
new trade if this is possible with 
his disability. 
^"Q. I entered a hospital that 
'does not participate in the 
Medicare program. It was not an 
emergency and I had to pay the 
bill. Will Medicare help with this 
expense? 


A: If you have the Medical 


Insurance 
coverage 
under 


Medicare you may request 
reimbursement 
for diagnostic 


laboratory and X-ray expenses 
that you had in the hospital. You 
should request payment on Form 
SSA-1483 (available at your 
social security office) from 
Medicare, attaching an itemized 
bill to your request. 


Q: How old does a disabled 


worker have to be to receive 
disability benefits? 


A: There is no minimum age, 


but a minimum amount of work 
is required. If a person becomes 
disabled before age 24, he needs 
credit for one and one-half years' 
of work during the three years 
just before becoming disabled. If 
disability occurs between ages 24 
and 31, he needs work credits for 
half the time after age 21 and 
before becoming disabled. For a 
disability that begins after age 
31, credit for five years of work 
in the last ten years before the 
onset of the disability is needed. 


Q: I have heard the terms 


"Medicare" and "Medicaid" but , 
do not know the difference. 
Please explain. 


A: Medicare is the term used 


to describe health insurance for 
the aged under social security. 
There 
are 
two parts 
to 


Medicare—Hospital 
Insurance 


(Part A) and Medical Insurance 
(Part B). Medicaid is the term 
used by the State Department of 
Public Welfare for its health 
insurance program for persons 
receiving public assistance 
payments.
